SENSATION IN MANCHURIA. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

MUKDEN, Sept. 14.—The Japanese 
are causing a sensation among the 
nativesof Manchuriaas they advance 
by establishing their own system of 
taxation and administration. They 
afe paying for supplies with promis- 
sory notes on the war fund, a Dlanket 
note being given for the payment of 
each village, on the basis of popula- 
tion, leaving the residents to divide 
pro rata. Few of these promissory 
notes have yet been collected in cash, 
but Japanese officials are collecting a 
cash tax levied “for war expenses.” 
They have even notified the Governor 
of Mukden to discontinue the salt tax, 
as it will be readjusted upon a Japa- 
nese basis. They have almost 
doubled the customs duties at Yin- 
kow, and have placed such a heavy 
tax upon the thousands of boats sail- 
ing thence as practically to paralyze 
trade. 

Much bushwhacking is going on on 
the road south of Mukden,and many 
Russian soldiers have been killed from 
the frelds of Chinese corn. However, 
the corn harvest will soon begin, and 
when the fields are cleared the coun- 
try will be much more suitable for 
military operations. The weather 
continues unsettled. 

The conduct of the Japanese since 
their éccupation of Liao Yang indi- 
cates a laxity of discipline. One of 
the first incidents after the occupa- 
tion ,pwas the opening of a nymber of 
music halls. 

GETTING READY TO GARRISON.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 14.—It is not 

probable that the mission to the 

southern provinces of China for the 
purpose of raising money, upon which 

Tie Hiang, a Peking official, is now

The urgent need of Peking for

Roosevelt as a Moses, seeking 
impose on Russia liberal treatment o! 
Russian Jews naturalized in the United 
States, and Pobedonostseff (procurer- 
gene of the holy synod) as Russia’ 
evil nius, and says: 

“Have those who have written or in- 

spired the article weigned the temerits- 
of the chimera, a realization of whict 

would be an insult to Russia?’ 

After arguing at length the reasons 
for the Russian Jewish laws, the Jour. 
nal proceeds: 

“Washington says ‘your restrictive 
laws are barbarous. We condemn them 
We will breach them.” Washingtor 
claims that Russian Jews naturalised 
in the United States are entitled to es 
cape the laws of the empire, or the 
dignity of the United States would be 
surrenderd. No, a thousand times no! 
The prestige of the United Staets wil 
not suffer. We deny, and always wil 
deny, that a foreign country has the 
right to make « -rtures for the classi- 
fication of ofr population under the file 
tion of rights acquired by naturalisa- 
tion in America. A complete statement 
of the case demonstrates its enormity. 

AMERICANS WELCOME. 

The American citizens are alwayt 
welcome, and will always enjoy treat- 
ment similar to that accorded citizens 
of other countries. But that does not 
prevent our specifying conditions unde1 
which foreign citizens can enter the 
empire. If we wished to limit immigra- 
tion, as America does; if we wished te 
stop Chinese immigration, as Americs 
does, who would deny our right to de 
so? Even if we reserved to ourselvei 
the right of limiting the domiciliary 
privileges of native-horn Americam 
who were not Christians, we would 
have the right to do so. 

“Consequently, with greater reason, 
we have the right to stop refugee 
Russian Israelites who might go to the 
United States and simply exchange 
passports to swarm back afterward, 
sweep away the territerial dykes and 
upon the slightest provocation appea 
to the ever-vigilant protection of the 
consulates of the land with which, as 
a matter of fact, they have no ‘ie 
Under artificial protection they would 
thus create a sore on the body politic 
Once more, we refuse to believe thai 
President Roosevelt, who has given s¢. 
many evidences of political tact, has 
entrusted the American Ambassador al 
St. Petersburg with such a mission.” ‘

Under the application of this decision 
the admirity court here will reverse 
the decision of the Viadivostok prize 
court so far as it relates to the confis- 
cation of flour, in the case of the Ara- 
bia and the Calchas addressed to Jap- 
anese ports. 

A special dispatch from Viadivistok 
says the Calchas has not yet been re- 
leased, a hitch having arisen over the 
Claim of the judge-advocate, Lieut. 
Gerve, who seized the Calchas. He 
contends that she ie liable to cor.fisca- 
tion for carrying official correspondence 
of the enemy. The court overrode this 
claim, on the ground that mail to 
Japanese ports taken off at Tacoma 
cannot be called correspondence relat- 
gs to military operations.

time to complete them. The dispatch 
has been transmitted to acting Secre- 
tary of State Adee. 

Active exchanges were in progress 
today between the officials of the 
State and Navy departments respect- 
ing the case of the Lena: Several 
messages were drafted, which were 
forwarded to Oyster Bay and San 
Francisco, for the guidance of officials 
at the iatter point.

There were no representations to 
the State Department over night by 
either the Russian or the Japanese 
governments touching the case. The 
report of the inspector of boilers and 
hulls, which was referred by the De- 
partment of Commeree and Labor to 
the State Department, is substantially 
as follows: 

“The bollers and engines are both 
badly in need of repairs. To put in 
new botlers will require from four 
to six months. The tubes of the 
boilers are badly pitted, but the Lena 
has on board 200 additional tubes, 
which could be put in in a short time, 
and the inspector says that the vessel 
can he put in a seaworthy condition 
in from twenty to thirty days, and re- 
paired so that she wil! be able t make 
about eight knots.” 

*This is regarded by officials of the 
Navy Department as entirely within 
the term “feasonable time” used in 
the President's proclamation. The 
State Department Is now awalting the 
detatied report of Admiral Goodrich 
before taking further action.

Lieut.-Gen. Stoessel, commander of 
the Port Arthur forces, generally ac- 
companied by Gen. Balashoff, does not 
ride over the entire iine, having alter- 
ations made bere and giving sugges- 
tions there, and complimenting or cen- 
suring his troops. His tndefatigable 
efforts and his composure do much 
to sustain the spirits of the garri- 
son, and this In spite of their hard 
fare and the sleeplessness which re- 
sults from being constantly on the 
qui vive. 
r This Chinaman says further that the 
Japanese have constructed a large fort 
on the north shore of Pigeon Bay, to 
the west of Port Arthur; using many 
Chinese laborers in the work. 

There are sixteen large hospitals 
in Port Arthur and fleild -hospitals 
have been established at every fort. 

Preparatfons for resistance at the 
northeast forts consist chiefly of the 
construction of trenches and redoubts 
for the om posts. 

The Japanese bombardments con- 
tinue intermittently every day. Sep- 
tember 8, the Japanese threw shells 
inte Port Arthur, oné of which struck 
a church and killed a Chinaman. 


STOPSSEL REPORTS REPULSES. 
(BY THR ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—The 
Emperor has received the following 
dispatch from Gen. Stoessel, com- 
mander of the Russian military forces 
at Port Arthur, dated Avcgust 28: 

“T am happy to report to Your Ma- 
jesty that at 3 o'clock "In the morning 
of August 27, during a violent rain and 
thunder storms, the Japanese again 
attempted to capture our left flank po- 
sitions, near No. 1 fort and Udan 
Mountain. Their attack was every- 
where repulsed, Our losses were small, 
three men killed and two officers and 
$*° men wounded. The wounded were 
brovght in and are being carefully 
tended. A numter of Japonese corpses 
would have been picked-up by us, but 
the enernty prevented us from so de 
ing by opening fire on he horpital at- 
tendant« who had been sent out under 
the Red Cross flag.” 

Another disptach from Gén. Stoes- 
sel’ td the Emperor, dated September 
2, says: 

“On the night of September 1 the 
enemy atta ced Virokaya and Dilin- 
naya mountains and the neighboring 
fortifications, opening simultaneously 
ah artillery fire on the forts and moun- 
tains. The leading files of the enemy, 
with the Japanese columns leading 
them, were discovered in good time, 
and our batteries opened on them.

the enemy were biown into the air.

ALL FAIR IS 
DECLARED OFF. 


NEW BOARD OF DIRECTORS iS 
UNWILLING TO LEASE. 


Ancther Step in Trouble Over 
Agricultural Park—A Great Deal of 
Work Already Done Comes to 
Naught—Secretafy John H. Rey- 
nolds's Report on the Situation. 


The proposed fal! fair and race meet. 
ing which has already been announced 
in these columns was deciarell off yes- 
terday owing to the unwillingness of 
the present board of directors of the 
Sixth District Agricultura! Associa- 
tion to recognize the ownership of 
Agricultura] Park by those now in 
possession by leasing that property 
for the fair at even a nominal rental. 
Such action would make it exceeding- 
ly difficult for the present board to 
successfully dispute this much- 
mooted question further. 

The Agricultura! Park legislation in 
which the old directors were promin- 
ent on one side. and Capt. Je &. 
Newton and other public spirited citi- 
zens most of whom now form the 
present board, were instrumental on 
the other. in preventing the conver- 
sion of this gift off the State's to 
private purposes, is familiar to most 
patrons of harness racing, and all 
aeeply regret that a continuance of 
the policy of the old board is respon- 
sible for preventing what promised 
to be an unusually successful harness 
meeting this full It was generaiiy 
thought that under the administration 
of such men as John T. Jones, Kas- 

Kohn and the other appointees 
of Gov. Pardee, the meeting would 
be something better than a pretense. 

The State board appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange for the fair and 
some was raised for premiums. 
This will be of no gvail now, and 
considerabie preliminary work 
have been wasted. 

The old board, it will be remembered, 
came into possession of Agricultura! 

about ten years ago, through 
a bill surreptitiousiy rushed through 
the Legisiature, whereby a stock com. 
pany, formed of the former directors 
was authorized to hoid the property 
for nine years. 

Yesterday, Secretary John H. Rey- 
nolds of the present board submitted 
to the directors the following com- 
prehensive report setting forth TA de- 
tail the reasons why it has been found 
impossible to hold the proposed fair 
this season: 


“To the Board of Directors of the 
— District Agricultural - 
on., 
“Gentsemen: Your committee, to 


whom was referred the question of 
the desirability and the poasibiilty of 
holding a fair this fall, have to re- 
port ag follows: 

“As to desirability: We have con- 
sulted with many prominent and pub- 
lic-spirited citigens of the county, and 
they unanimousiy agree that it is 
highly desirable that a fair be given; 
and we have been assured by respon- 
sible parties that, if a fair is given, 
they will guarantee to make up any 
financial deficiency. 

“Having assured ourselves that « 
fair is desirable and feasible from a 
financila, standpoint, we proceeded to 
consult the gentiemen in possession 
of the property belonging to the Sixth 
District Agricultural Aassoctation, 
hnown as the Agricultural Park tract, 
and see if peaceable possession of the 
same could be obtained for the pur- 
pose of holding a fair. This could be 
done on only one condition, that is 
that we lease the Agricultura] Park 
from them for the fair, rent however 
they propose only nominal, but in 
view of the fact that this would be 
an absolute recognition of their own- 
ership and would prevent this board 
from ever disputing such ownership, 
and as the property was deeded to the 
Sixth District Agricuitural Association 
for the exprese purposes for which we 
desire to use the same, and as the 
parties In possession have neither 
right, tithe nor interest in the same. 
either in law or equity, we declined to 
accede to their demands, and as a re- 
sult, the public will be deprived of 
the benefits and privileges of a fair. 
for the time being. as it would be 
impossible to get suitabse grounds be- 
cause of lack of time and also increase 


of expense.

JOHNSTON FUNERAL. 


Remains of East Side Pioneer Laid

Hancock Johnston was the second 
son of Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston, 
the Confederate leader, and was born 
at China Grove plantation, Brazoria 
county, Tex., in December, 1547. When 
he was 16 years of age the family 
moved to San Francisco. He secured 
& position on a newspaper, and later 
heid responsible »>iaces in various min- 
ing concerns in California and NevaJa. 
While at the New Almaden quicksilver 
mines Re was terrihly salivated, which 
was the primary cause of his final ili- 
ness. 

Mr. Johnston 
in 1870, and was merried to Miss Mary 
Eaton, daughter of Hon. B. &. Eaton, 
There were five children, and three sons 
ar living. 

Large tracts of land were platted into 
lots by Msg. Johnston from his holdings 
east of the Los Angeles Hiver, and on 
these sprang up what is now East Side. 
He built the second street railway in 
Los Angeles to give access to his prop- 
erties. He was also extensively en- 
gaged in the raising of fine horses. 

In i*82 Mr. Johnston was stricken 
with articular rheumatism, and was an 
invalid from that time until death re- 
leased him from intense sufferings last

It has elements of danger to the 
public welfare, and, like every_other 
two-edged sword, it should be han- 
died with the utmost care and un- 
sheathed only under the sternest ne- 
cessity. Its danger lies in its ability 
to work injustice and in the power 
it gives to the minority to debase it 
by invoking it to defeat the expressed 
will cf the majority. Like every other 
law, the “recall” is intended to be 
used for lawful, right and just pur- 
poses only; and to employ it’ other- 
wise -s to subvert its functions as a 
law and make it an unlawful and un- 
just agent. 

, Its legitimate use is obviously pre 
tective in its nature. It is not in any 
sense, and was not conceived as a 
legislative agent to be used ag- 
gressively for purposes of attack in 
political campaigns. 

Without at this time entering upon 
a discussion of the merits of the “re- 
ca!l.,” it is nevertheless important to 
remember that it can be easily abused; 
and its chief abuse lies in invoking 
fit as a political agent pure and 
simple, its wielders inspired by 
motives of personal vengeance and 
‘ malice. That it can be so invoked, 
and that it has been thus used in the 
first case in Los Angeles under the 
“recall” provision, is obvious in the 
Davenport case. The plain intent of 
thete who invoked it against the 
“Councilman from the Sixth Ward was 
no’ to test the “recall,” not to apply 
it to an official of known and proved 
unworthiness, but to use it to fur- 
ther their cause in a personal fight. 
The entire contest on the part of the 
opponents of Councilman Davenport 
who were at the bottom of and who 
inspired the opposition to him in the 
first instance, was born in malice, 
purtured in personal spite and ma- 
tured in deliberate vengeance—all di- 
rected not against a man or an offi- 
cial, as such, but against other par- 
ties whom they wished to reach 
through Davenport. 

It must be apparent to all thinking 
citizens that this first case under the 
“recall” provision is nothing short of 
@ prostitution of that well-meant 
law.

But in pro- 
portion to the misfortune of British 
manufacturers will be the good for- 
tune of American manufacturers, who 
will be called upon to supply prac- 
tically all of the machinery and other 
supplies which will be needed in the 
construction of the great waterway. 
The application of the Dingley tariff 
will also prove a piece of good for- 
tune to American wage-earners, who 
will find employment in constructing 
most of the machinery and supplies 
used in the work; to say nothing of 
the many Americans who will be em- 
ployed, in one capacity or another, 
in the work of construction. 

If the United States were on a free 
trade or basis, the 
manufacturers of the world would bid 
on the work, and as labor abroad is 
cheaper than American labor, the for- 
eign manufacturers might get at least 
a portion of the work away from the 
Americans. But this apparent gain 
to the United States by reason of the 
somewhat lower cost of the machinery

“NOTHING DOING.” 


Stay Away from Panama Jf You Want 
~ Work, State Department 
Advises. 


The chamber of commerce is in re- 
ceipt of a bulletin from the Department 
of State containing warnings to pevsons 
who may be intending to g6 to Pan- 
ama in search of work counected with 
the canal operations. A summary of ex- 
ssting conditions on the isthmus is given 
gased on information furnished by Hon. 
John Barrett, United States Minister 
to Panama, who is deluged with letters 
of inquiry. He says that there has 
been such an influx of men seeking em- 
ployment, without having made any ar- 
rangement beforehand, that all lines of 
occupation are overcrowded, and that it 
is time for a halt to be cabled. 

Minister Barrett states that no man 
seeking a position as clerk, stenog- 
rapher, tyepwriter, engineer foreman.or 
any position such as the average 
American would be willing to fill should 
geo to the isthmus without having made 
previous arrangement for employment, 
unless he has money to pay his way 
back again. The cost of living has ad- 
vanced there 300 per cent., and there 
ure many More men on the ground than 
there are positions to fill. 

Neither is the outlook good, ag yet, he 
says, for the establishment of new 
stores or professional firms. The prob- 
able increase in population, owing to 
canal operatiqns, has been greatly 
overestimated, it is stated, and that 
there will not be at any one time more 
than from 12,000 to 15,000 men directly 
employed as laborers along the line of 
the canal. Allowing for all classes, it 
is siated that the increase in popula- 
tion will not exceed 25,000 persons. 

As to health conditions, the state- 
ment is made that the dangers of the 
region have been exaggerated. ome 
report says: 

“There has been hardly a single in- 
stance of serious ilim@ss among the con- 
siderable number-of young men who 
are in the employment of the canal, 
while the percentage of sickness among 
the larger group of laborers employed 
at Culebra is not greater than that 
upon similar excavating work in the 
United States. Among the 400 marines 
jocated half way, across the isthmus, at 
Empire, there has not been a single 
death from local diseases. 

“There has been only one case of 
yellow fever in several months, and 
there ts lesa malaria than is often found 
in sections of the United States where 
there is 4 considerable turning of the 
agil.”
